"And  Jesus,  walking  by  the  sea  of 
Galilee,  saw  two  brethren,  Simon  called 
Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother,  casting  a 
net  into  the  sea:  for  they  were  fishers.  And 
he  saith  unto  them,  follow  me,  and  I  will 
make  you  fishers  of  men.  And  they 
straightway  left  their  nets,  and  followed 
him.  And  going  on  from  thence,  he  saw 
two  brethern,  James  the  son  of  Zebedee, 
and  John  his  brother,  in  a  ship  with 
Zebedee  their  father,  mending  their  nets; 
and  he  called  them.  And  they  immediately 
left  the  ship  and  their  father,  and  followed 
him.  And  Jesus  went  about  all  Galilee, 
teaching  in  their  synagagues,  and  preach- 
ing the  gospel  of  the  kingdom,  and  healing 
all  manner  of  disease  among  the  people.'" 
"He  taught  them  as  one  having  authority, 
and  not  as  the  scribes."2 


Jesus  called  together  all  his  followers 
and  from  them  he  chose  twelve  whom  he 
ordained  to  the  apostleship  and  said  unto 
them,  "Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have 
chosen  you,  and  ordained  you,  that  ye 
should  go  forth  and  bring  forth  fruit.";! 
And  so  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  was 
established  upon  the  earth  with  twelve 
apostles  as  its  foundation.  Men  who  were 
ordained  to  the  Priesthood  and  given  the 
authority  to  act  in  the  name  of  God.  Men 
who  had  been  called  to  go  forth  into  the 
world  preaching  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  baptizing  those  who  believed. 

After  the  death  of  our  Lord,  the  apostles 
went  forth  with  great  power  in  declaring 
the  gospel.  So  great  was  the  authority 
which  they  held  that  even  the  devils  recog- 
nized it  and  were  subject  unto  it;  death 
could  not  hold  its  victims  from  them  and 
sickness  fled  at  their  command. 

The  harvest  was  truly  great,  the  field  was 
ready  for  reaping,  but  the  labourers  were 
few  and  so  there  were  ordained  evangelists, 
pastors  and  teachers.  "For  the  perfecting 
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of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  ministry  and 
for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ."' 
All  of  them  being  endowed  with  the  Priest- 
hood and  authority  to  act  in  God's  name. 
Authority  to  cause  devils  to  tremble,  angels 
to  descend  and  men  to  wonder;  powers 
given  to  man  by  God  to  whomsoever  he 
may  choose.  For  it  is  written:  "And  let  no 
man  take  this  honour  unto  himself,  but  he 
that  is  called  of  God  as  was  Aaron." 

But  let  us  not  forget  the  great  event 
which  took  place  when  Christ  visited  his 
other  sheep,  those  of  his  fold  who  were  liv- 
ing upon  the  Western  Continent.  They  also 
had  an  equal  right  to  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  for  they,  too,  were  sons  and  daugh- 
ters of  Abraham.  Let  us  look  into  the  book 
of  their  prophets  and  see  the  tender  mercies 
which  our  Lord  gives  to  those  who  love 
him.  "And  the  Lord  said  unto  Nephi,  I  give 
unto  you  power  that  ye  shall  baptize  this 
people  when  I  am  again  ascended  into 
heaven.  And  again  the  Lord  called  others, 
and  said  unto  them  likewise;  and  he  gave 
unto  them  power  to  baptize  .  .  .*'f' 

Christ  sent  them  forth  to  preach  His 
gospel  declaring  to  the  people  that  the 
Kingdom  was  nigh  at  hand  and  that  they 
should  seek  it.  With  great  power  they 
went  forth  casting  out  devils,  healing  the 
sick  and  raising  the  dead;  showing  forth 
their  authority  given  to  them  by  Christ. 

Who  does  the  Lord  call  to  hold  His 
Priesthood?  Is  it  given  to  the  scholars  of 
the  day,  to  the  princes  of  the  court,  to 
the  goveners  of  the  land,  or  is  it  given  to 
all  men  who  prove  themselves  worthy  of 
it?  Paul  said,  concerning  those  who  Christ 
calls  "For  ye  see  your  calling,  brethren,  how

GROWTH  OF  LDS  CHURCH 
DOUBLES  NATIONAL  FIGURE. 

Growth  in  membership  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  in  the  24-year 
period  from  1926-50  was  nearly 
twice  the  national  average  it  was 
disclosed  in  a  report  released  in 
the  "New  York  Times"  written 
by  George  Dugan. 

Growth  of  the  Church  is  given 
as  105  per  cent,  as  compared  with 
the  national  average  of  59.8  per 
cent. 

"Membership  rolls  of  the  67 
larger  religious  bodies  in  the 
United  States,"  Mr.  Dugan 
writes,  "increased  from  53,397.575 
to  85,319.274  in  the  24-year 
period  between  1926  and  1950.  it 
was  shown  in  a  statistical  report 
prepared  by  the  Central  Departs 
ment  of  Research  and  Survey  of 
the  National  Council  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ  in  the  USA. 

"In  a  breakdown,  according  to 
the  three  major  faiths.  Pro- 
testantism showed  increases 
totalling  63.7  per  cent.;  Roman 
Catholicism.  59.9  per  cent.,  and 
Judaism.  22.5  per  cent."

We  who  are  members  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  have  been  chosen  by  God 
to  hold  His  Priesthood  must  always  bear 
in  mind  the  calling  that  is  ours.  We  have 
upon  our  shoulders  the  same  Priesthood 
that  was  given  by  Christ  to  His  servants  in 
the  days  of  old,  the  same  Priesthood  which 
Stephen  held  when  he  died  defending  the 
faith.  The  same  Priesthood  which  Father 
Abraham  held  when  he  was  upon  the  earth. 

Men  holding  the  Priesthood  in  this  age 
are  empowered  to  bind  on  earth  and  it 
shall  be  bound  in  heaven,  and  to  loose  on 
earth  and  it  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven.  The 
words  of  men  spoken  in  the  exercise  of 
that  power  become  the  words  of  the  Lord, 
and  the  law  of  God  unto  the  people,  scrip- 
ture and  divine  command.  It  is  therefore 
not  good  that  the  Latter-day  Saints  should 
treat  lightly  this  sacred  principle  of 
authority  which  has  been  revealed  from 
the  heavens  in  this  dispensation.  It  is  the 
authority  by  which  the  Lord  Almighty 
governs  His  people,  and  by  which  in  time 
to  come,  He  will  govern  the  nations  of  the 
world. 

We  as  members  of  the  Piesthood  are 
-under  the  requirement  to  keep  ourselves 


fully  fit  to  possess  and  exercsie  the  power 
of  the  Priesthood.  "Be  ye  clean  that  bear 
the  vessels  of  the  Lord."10 

"See  that  ye  love  one  another;  cease  to  be 
covetous;  learn  to  impart  one  to  another  as 
the  gospel  requires.  Cease  to  be  idle;  cease 
to  be  unclean;  cease  to  find  fault  one  with 
another;  cease  to  sleep  longer  than  is  need- 
ful; retire  to  thy  bed  early,  that  ye  may 
not  be  weary;  arise  early,  that  your  bodies 
and  your  minds  may  be  invigorated.  And 
above  all  things,  clothe  yourselves  with  the 
bond  of  charity,  as  with  a  mantle,  which  is 
the  bond  of  perfectness  and  peace.  Pray 
always,  that  ye  may  not  faint,  until  I  come. 
Behold,  and  lo,  I  will  come  quickly,  and 
receive  you  unto  myself.    Amen."11

r\  ANY  hundreds  of  years  ago  the  great 
prophet  Isaiah  forsaw  the  coming  of  the 
Saviour.  Of  the  manner  in  which  He 
would  be  accepted  he  said,  "He  is  despised 
and  rejected  of  men;  a  man  of  sorrows,  and 
acquainted  with  grief.  And  we  hid  as  it 
were  our  faces  from  him;  he  was  despised 
and  we  esteemed  him  not.  All  we  like 
sheep  have  gone  astray;  we  have  turned 
every  one  to  his  own  way;  and  the  Lord 
hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us  all."1 
That  prophecy  was  literally  fulfilled  when 
the  Saviour  came  in  the  flesh  and  laboured 
among  men.  The  people  turned  their  faces 
from  him  and  went  their  own  way.  They 
rejected  him  as  they  rejected  His  teachings. 

He  was  grieved  and  disappointed  at  the 
inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  because  they 
wouldn't  accept  his  message  of  eternal  life. 
One  day  as  He  viewed  the  great  Capital 
City  he  said,  "O  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem, 
thou  that  killest  the  prophets,  and  stonest 
them  which  are  sent  unto  thee,  how  often 
would  I  have  gathered  thy  children  to- 
gether, even  as  a  hen  gathereth  her 
chickens  under  her  wings,  and  ye  would 
not!  Behold,  your  house  is  left  unto  you 
desolate."2 

Those  people  were  stubborn,  wilful,  and 
selfish.  Thev  would  rot  obey  the  divine 
truths  He  had  given  them.  They  turned 
their  backs  to  him,  each  one  going  his  own 
way. 

At  the  beginning  of  His  ministry  He  had 
healed  their  sick,  cast  out  devils,  cleansed 
the  lepers  (on  one  occasion  He  healed  10 
an  only  one  returned  to  show  gratitude), 
and  raised  their  dead.  He  fed  them  by  the 
thousands  in  a  miraculous  manner.  When 
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He  asked  them  to  keep  His  commandments 
the  crowds  vanished.  He  wanted  to  bless 
them  but  because  of  their  hard  heartedness 
they  fled,  so  their  house  was  left  unto  them 
desolate. 

The  Man  of  Galilee  was  betrayed  by  his 
friends  and  crucified.  Still  He  said, 
"Father,  forgive  them  for  they  know  not 
what  they  do."  Then  three  days  after  he 
had  given  up  the  ghost  he  took  up  His  body, 
"as  the  first  fruits  of  them  that  slept,"  that 
all  men  might  have  the  privilege  of  eternal 
life,  according  to  their  works.  He  took 
upon  Himself  the  iniquity  of  us  all. 

Today,  over  nineteen  centuries  after  His 
ignominious  death,  myriads  of  people  are 
saying,  "What  good  is  Christianity — what 
has  it  done  for  the  human  race?  Many  wars 
have  been  fought,  lives  have  been  taken 
and  much  blood  has  been  shed.  There  has 
been  persecution,  suffering,  and  heart  aches 
but  what  good  has  it  done"? 

Let  us  analyze.  Who  is  at  fault?  Is  God 
to  blame  .  .  or  is  man?  Are  the  doctrines 
and  the  principles  of  Christianity  false? 
Have  they  been  tested?  Or  is  man  too 
weak  to  test  them? 

Throughout  the  countless  ages  of  man's 
existence  there  has  been  controversy  con- 
cerning the  relationship  between  God  and 
man.  Some  have  wondered  if  there  was  a 
God  and  if  he  directed  the  destiny  of  man. 
God  has  always  been  with  man,  but  man 
has  not  always  been  with  God.  God  has 
been  counseling  and  advising  his  children, 
from  the  time  of  creation  and  the  populat- 
ing of  this  earth,  through  prophets  raised 
up  for  that  purpose  but  still  there  have 
been  differences.  People  have  been  carnal, 
sensual,  devilish,  they  have  been  sus- 
picious of  one  another.     There    was    con- 
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troversy  among  the  associates  of  Christ. 
People  have  not  believed  what  the  prophets 
of  God  have  told  them  nor  have  they  been 
willing  to  investigate  their  teachings.  They 
have  not  been  willing  to  do  as  Philip  told 
Nathanael.  Jesus  had  gone  forth  to  call 
his  twelve  disciples  who  were  to  be  special 
witnesses  of  him.  Among  the  others  of  the 
twelve,  the  Lord  chose  Philip  of  Bethsaida. 
He  said  unto  Philip,  "come  and  follow  me." 
Philip  did  follow  him  and  rejoiced  that  he 
had  found  the  man  who  had  the  words  of 
eternal  life.  He  went  to  Cana  of  Galilee 
and  found  Nathanael,  his  friend,  who  was 
sitting  under  a  fig  tree.  Philip  said  to 
Nathanael,  "we  have  found  him,  of  whom 
Moses  in  the  Law  and  the  Prophets,  did 
write,  Jesus  of  Nazareth."  Nathanael  had 
been  swayed  by  the  teachings  and  the 
traditions  of  men  for  he  said,  "can  there 
any  good  thing  come  out  of  Nazareth?" 
Philip  beckoned  him  to  come  and  see. 
Nathaniel  did  go  and  see.  He  investigated 
and  was  convinced  when  he  said  unto 
Jesus  of  Nazareth,  "Thou  are  the  Son  of 
God." 

How  many  people  are  willing  to  investi- 
gate the  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ  today? 
To  investigate  intelligently  in  an  un- 
biased manner?  After  they  have  investi- 
gated, how  many  are  willing  to  accept  those 
truths  and  apply  them  in  their  lives?  The 
Saviour  said,  "If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  com- 
mandments." 

In  this  materialistic  world  ...  a  world 
that  suffers  from  political  corruption, 
crime,  industrial  strife  and  disunity,  boast- 
ful intolerant  nationalism;  a  world  that  is 
so  materially  affected  by  the  conflicts  be- 
tween tyranny  and  freedom,  between 
atheism  and  religion,  is  there  not  a  need

for  a  spiritual  regeneration?  The  world  is 
sick  and  in  dire  need  of  repentance.  It 
needs  more  spirituality;  less  selfishness  and 
vanity. 

Thomas  A.  Edison  once  said  of  Steinmetz. 
"that  he  had  the  greatest  mind  of  any 
American."  On  his  deathbed,  Steinmetz. 
with  his  students  about  him,  said,  "Most  of 
our  discoveries  have  been  of  the  material 
world,  but  the  discoveries  of  tomorrow  will 
be  of  the  spirit."  That  may  be  true.  Per- 
haps we  shall  witness  new  powers  upon  the 
earth  that  will  be  of  the  spirit  but  those 
new  powers  and  discoveries  will  be  subse- 
quent to  a  greater  degree  of  spirituality. 

The  trend  of  the  world  today  is  not  in  the 
direction  of  spirituality.  Humility  is  not 
looked  upon  as  a  virtue  but  as  a  handicap 
that  must  be  overcome  to  enable  us  to 
enjoy  the  gaity  and  merriment  of  the 
crowd.  Prayer  is  only  used  as  a  means 
of  last  resort  when  we  fall  helpless  in  the 
realms  of  despair.  Religion  is  anachronous 
and  out  of  place  with  the  present  genera- 
tion. Materialism  is  the  master;  God  is 
subservient. 

The  Lord  must  be  disappointed  at  our 
disobedience  today  as  he  was  at  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Jerusalem.  If  we  could  know  His 
feelings  today  would  they  be  like  this?  "O 
ye  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  how  oft  would 
I  have  gathered  you  as  a  hen  gathereth  her 
chickens  and  ye  would  not."  The  blessings 
of  God  are  offered  to  each  of  us  but  each 
one  goes  his  own  way.  We  are  wilful  and 
stubborn.  We  reject  Him  when  we  refuse  to 
obey  Him. 

The  greatest  single  gospel  principle  that
